If a Comprehenſion ſhould take place, 
which melts down 300 Churches into One, 
and Charitably heals the Diviſions and Ani- 
moſities, between Chriſtians, Turks, and 
Jews, the Church of England would ſtill re- 


.main upon the ſame footing, As by Law E- 


ſtabliſbed, with this advantage of being more 
enlarged. This general Naturalization of 
all Religions, promiſing, in all probability, 
much benefit and advantage to her. 
Becauſe in ſuch a Caſe our Ships which fail 


to the Mogulls Country, may have the oppor. 
tunity of divine Worſhip, with thoſe Infidels 


in Perſia; they may Communicate with Hali, 
And in Turkey, with Mahomet; and the Factories 
abroad may cut off the Salaries of their Chap- 
lains, and the Men of War may make the 
Boatſwain read Prayers, to the marine Flock; 
moreover it may open a Trade to Japan, 
which the Datch, who have been before us in 
this Latitude, have Engroſs'd to themſelves.

He would be the only Lay- 
man in the Court !— TI hope *tis Evident that 
owning the prefent Government is a Cha- 
racteriſtick of a Revolution Church- of- Exg- 
land. Man, becauſe therein King George, is 
Recogniz'd Head of the Church: I hope the 
Doctor is fully Silenc'd as to that Point. 
I pray where is the Nonjuring Church, and 
what are her Powers? ſhe can Excomunicate 
only three Stories High, as a Poet Laureat has 
learnedly obſerv'd, and the Devil will not take 
a Soul out of a ground Chamber; I cannot tell 
how much, buſineſs has, lately, encreas'd upon 
his Hands; But the time was, when he would 
have been glad to go up four Pair of Stairs, 
where at that time he might have found a Poet 
Laureat, as thin and as hungry as his Prologue. 
But, to return to my Doctor, he ſeems after

Charles Stuart's Son came and put a ſtop to

were forced to ſit down contented with what 
we had got, not without being ſometimes in 
fear, that the wicked would one Day or o- 
ther Re- eſtabliſh themſelves in what they had 


loſt. Thus we liv'd in perpetual Fear and 


Anxiety, and left our Work before it was 
half finiſhed, and a thorough Reformation 


made in the Land. 5 dome 
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Some of the chief Saints were barbarouſly 


put to Death, for murdering Charles Stuart, 
and became Meat for the Fowls of the Air; 


and the dead Bodies of others were expoſed 
to the Deriſion of Sinners, and lifted up on high. 
This, Doctor, was Perſecution, which I de- 


fine to be a Reſtraint of the Godly, from dip- 


pingtheir Hands in the Blood of the wicked ; 
Perſecution, therefore no more belongs to you 
than to the Man in the Moon, which I will 
rove by ſeveral Argumeats. | 
The Non- ſwearing Parſons at the Revolu- 


tion, pretended Conſcience, when they were 


Ejected from their Preferments; Nine Biſhops 
and 400 Clergy loſt all they had. Theſe 
Men cou'd not really ſuffer for Conſcience, 
becauſe then, the Revolution would be ar- 
raign'd! it remains that they only pretended 


to Conſcience, and therefore did not ſuffer 


Perſecution. | | 2 
There was likewiſe a great ſlaughter at 
Glencoe, of Men who pretended Conſcienti- 
ouſly to take up Arms for King James II. if 
theſe Men had really been Conſcientjous, 
they had ſuffer'd for Righteouſneſs, and had 
been conſequently Perſecuted, _ "= 
Our Government therefore always went 
upon this certain Maxim, that taking 
away Goods and Life, from Pretenders to 
Conſcience, was no Perſecution.

Thereſore as the Doctor was only a Pre- 


tender to Conſcience ; he was not perſecuted, 
But indeed one Difficulty remains how We 


| ſhall know whether a Man is Conſcientious 


or no. . e 
If we make the Prince a Judge thereof, we 
not only give him a Dominion Where he has 
none; But we expoſe the Defendant to hard 
Me aſure, to be try*d and accus'd: by the ſame 
Perſon. 4 «at 1 
If a Man's own Breaſt is the Court of Ju- 
dicature, the innecent Perſon is ſure to be 
Diſcharg'd, and the Guilty can never be Con- 
victed. WW IO 
To this a ready Anſwer may be given by 
our modern Divines, who have unanimoully a- 
greed, That the Saints are always in Poſſeſſion, 
and conſequently the ſuffering Jacobites are juſt» 
ly excluded as Conventiclers, Schiſmaticks, 


and Rebels. 


The Doctor complains, notwithſtanding all 
theſe heavy Accuſations are made clear a- 
gainſt him, that he was irregularly depriv'd 


of his Cure at White-chappel, the Forms of 


Prodeeding againſt him, were not according 
to the Rules of Doctors. Commons, nor the Laws 
in being, againſt Refuſers of the Qaths. 

But does the Doctor fooliſhly imagine, that 
the Saints who are Privy Councellors to the 


Court of Heaven, who are let into the Se-

can Revoke their Sentence. |

Indeed I ſhould be very ſorry, that the Do- 
cCtor ſhould ſtarve, becauſe in thoſe times of 
which he ſo much complains, ſome proviſion 


Was made by the Sequeſtrators Querewhether 


the preſent Incumbent allows one Farthing? 
The Doctor hir'd a Houſe and hop'd to 
live with an eaſy Rent, by the advantage of 
Lodgers; but as his Houſe has been gutted 
tis to be hop'd thoſe honeſt Men employꝰd in 
the work, engag'd to pay that Quarters Rent 
et leaſt, thus 4 Juſtice makes me an Advo- 
cate for the Doctor. | | 
I coud not but ſmile at his upper Chamber, 
which he ſays he Devoted for the Service of 
God, when the moſt formidable Arguments 
brought againſt the Nonjurant Conventicles, 
are, that they are held in Garrets. This has 
been urg'd with great Force, and Weight, by 
the Learned Mr. Rome, in his Ingenious Prolague 
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to that bright Performance of a Play call'd the 
Non juror; he has calculated the Validity of 
an Excomunication, by the Number of Steps, 
you muſt Aſcend where the Sentence is pro- 
nounc'd:; and has judiciouſſy obſerv'd, that the 
Church cannot be in an Aﬀey, nor ſubject to 
the Inſults of a Juſtice of the Peace. I leave the 
World to obſerve, in what Circumftances the 
Apoſtles preach d, nor can I certainly tell 
whether it was a Juſtice of the Peace, who 
made St. Paz! jump out of a Window at Da- 
maſcus. 5 

I do not remember that Celſus ſeems to 
have been aware of theſe grand ObjeQions, 
or at leaſt Origen paſſes them over in Silence. 

I cannot but exclaim againſt the Doctor, 


for charging this Perſecution as he calls it, up- 


on the Preſbyterians, for as they have formerly 


been laid open to the laſh, themſelves; and have 
moſt bitterly cried out, upon their Sufferings 


by this very Act, whoſe ſharpneſs he has expe- 
rimentally known; *tis impoſſible they ſhould 


to be ſo ſevere upon Chriſtians, in the like Cir- 


cumftances with themſelves ; nay, this Act 
ſtands yet unrepealed, by which they are 
branded as Seditious Conventiclers, and is 


therefore in myOpinion an unlawful Weapon to |

Moreover this gives Advantage to their

I muſt needs fay that they ought more par- 
ticularly to ſtand Neuter in this Quarrel, leaſt 
their tender Conſciences ſhould at one time 
or another have Occaſion to plead for Tolera- 


tion again. 


Indeed this cannot but give much Offence, 
if the Doctor. did read the Common-Prayer, 
which I am not oblig'd to grant. yy 

But let the Difſenters be never ſo fully ſatis- 


fied in the preſent Eſtabliſhment, they have no 


Reaſon to proſecute the Jacobites with Ma- 
lice; King James ad deſerves ſomewhat from 
them of Compaſſion, upon whoſe Account

I ſpeak theſe things tho' an Adverſary, but 
I hope an impartial one, as it is my full Re- 
ſolution to do the Doctor Juſtice.

Liberty is a Reſtraint from Laws, for this the 
Saints ever contended, and as the Doctor him- 
ſelf acknowledges, they acted every thing a- 
gainſt him contrary to Law ; 'tis evident 
therefore they act according to their Chara- 


Qers ſtill. 
Property i is a juſt Poſſeſſion of what a Man 


| unjuſtly acquires, as Dr; Higden and ſeveral E- 


minent ſwearing Divines, have clearly prov'd; 

and therefore the Doctor's Goods are become 
the true Property of the Saints. 
No Perſons have more. vigorouſly ſtood up 
in defence of Property, than they have done; 
but it is a kind of Property which makes every 
thing their own they lay their Hands upon, and 


the Doctor fell in their way, which was more 


his Misfortune, than their Fault. 
Moderation is like a tame Tyger, which ne- 

ver hurts its Keepers, but falls upon every bo- 

dy elſe; the Saints are truly moderate when 


it is their Intereſt to be ſo; but they are the 


firſt who take up Clubs and Sta ves and mob a 
Jacobite Conventicle, if they can expect Encou- 
ragement therein, if their Numbers are not 
powerful enough to attack a Church; there 


Moderation brings them off, they are wil- 


ling to tolerate Prelacy where tis out of their

Animoſity againſt the Book of Common- 
Prayer, his Experience in Actions of that 


Nature, and his Blood fir'd with a glorious

capable to begin an Attack of ſuch a dange- 
. Tous and difficult Nature. . 
Set a Highlander to fight for Silver Buttons, 
a Frenchman for Honour, a Spaniard for 
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Pride, a Swiffe for Plunder, a German for 


Pay, and a Presbyterian to burn the Book 
of Common-Prayer, and they ſhall fight the 
fineſt Army in the World. Therefore, in 
my Opinion, the Juſtices out-did :themſelves 
in diſtributing their Attacks, and laying ſuch 
an admirable Plan for Action, which was 


_ crown'd with ſuitable Succeſs and Glory, 
Then after they had enter'd the Breach, 


with fo much Intrepidity, with Puſh of Ba-

der, and order a private Centinel to take 
him Priſoner, and carry him off the Spot, 
was perhaps, as great an Action, as Arreſting 
Mareſchal de Boufflers after the Siege of Namur.

He told the Gentle- 
men who their Grandfathers were ; he ought 
alſo to have remembred them, that ſome 
were hang'd, and this wou'd have put them 
into a greater Confternation, than Hell tor- 
ments. A Dog hates the Snapping of a 
Whip, and the Jingle of Bells ſet the Tune 
of his Puniſhment : Conſcious Horrour makes 
bim fly the Place, and get out of the Sphere 
of its Noife. Perhaps the Sight of a Rope 
might have ſav'd the Doctor's Goods, if diſ- 
play*d before their Faces in proper Manner. 
Warth in the Doctor's Caſe was only 
flinging Brandy in the Fire, I aſſure him, as 
I know the Conſtitution of the Saints, their 
Moderation is equivalent to all his Fury. _ 
Well, tho? they cut off the Doctor's Pray- 

ers and his Lecture, they gave him a Sermon 
upon Paſhve Obedience; a barbarous Inſult 


upon the Doctor, who had no Power to Reſiſt. 


He was in the ſame Dilemma with the Saints 
in all Ages, who have been conſtant Admirers 
of that Doctrine, when their Hands have been 
ty'd from Violence, and their Tongues from 
evil Speaking. They have therefore no Rea- 
ſon to inſiſt upon that Topick. The Creatures 

are 
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are Active in their Natures, but Paſſive upon Neceſſity; Loyal 


when they cannot be Rebels, and Sincere when no Body will 
believe their Hypocriſy, Oh! That Window in their Breaſt. 
gives often a falſe Light; it is a magick Lantern,, King Fames 
read Paſſive Obedience therein, in magnified Characters ; bur 


they dwindled by Degrees into ſomewhat worſe, and Ingrati- 


tude ſwell'd in emboſs'd Work upon their Foreheads. 

After all this paſs'd, the Doctor began to repent of Surren- 
dring, and prepared for an Attack. He ſeem'd ro have a Mind 
to provoke them to put an End to his Miſeries at once, and 
tall greatly like himſelf, But as I obſerv'd, they allotted him 
a more lingring, but inglorious Fate, for his Share. F244 

His Daughter, he tells us, was frighten'd out of her Wits, 
and thrown into Convulſions at the Sight of theſe Men, 
L can tell the Doctor, this is no Wonder: The Kingdom 


it ſelf has not been in its Senſes, ſince the Generation 


has been amongſt us; and has been thrown into Convulfions 
more than once, and will fever be at Reſt, till the Saints are 
returned from whence they came, This Kingdom is not their 
Element ; agd they are in it, like Fire and Water, in a per- 
petual Contention and Ferment. Caluin's hot-fir'd Blood is 


transtus'd into their Veins, and a Madneſs, inſeparable there. 


from, intects, like the Poiſon of a mad Dog, all it touches. 
Calvin, as I am informed, began to preach the Goſpel about 
the Dog-days, the Heat of the Clime conſpiring with his own 
Conſtitution , and ſpiritual Zeal, rais'd ſuch an Inflamation, 
as, in its Crifie, would qualify the Patient for Bedlam. This 
Infection ran thro' France into Scotland, and from thence over 
to this Iſle. Kings, Archbiſhops, Cardinals, felt its Fury; tor 
like a deſtructive Flame, as it was, it ſpar'd no Man who op- 
pos'd its Torrent; and in this Condition, it ſeized upon our 


Kingdom, and the Nation has been mad ever ſince. 


If, therefore, the Doctor's Daughter was bit by one of theſe 
mad Dogs, it was more her Misfortune, than their Fault who 
have not the Senſe to know when they do Miſchief, nor Good- 


neſs to repent of it, when tis done.
